RONALD Koeman has insisted 
Saints are doing things his way 
this season. 

The departure of Mauricio 
Pochettino, who Saints face tomorrow 
with his new club Tottenham at White 
Hart Lane, was famous for his tough 
physical regime for the players. 

There were often gruelling double 
training sessions and a style of foot¬ 
ball that Jack Cork once said felt as 
though it required two hearts to pull 
off. 

Koeman, in charge of a very differ¬ 
ent looking squad, has focussed much 
more on ball work and possession 
football and has seen marked 
improvements. 

“If I see how they did the possession 
game in the first week and how they 
do it now, it’s a big difference,” he 
reflected. 

“But that means that training is a 
serious part of our job and it’s not just 
spending time. 

“I believe in really good training ses¬ 
sions to develop young players and 
older and to develop the team and that 
makes what we do every day.” 

He added: “The philosophy is about 
training, about exercises. 

“I am a coach who the physical is 
important but it isn’t more important 
than the session with the ball. 

“I still believe in dominating the 
game to have good possession play 
and that brings results. 

“The physical part is important and 
we do a lot, maybe do much different 
than last season, but every manager 
has his own style, his own way, his 


players and that makes the philoso¬ 
phy.” 

Much has been made of Saints being 
second in the table, with Pochettino 
having guided the club to eighth last 
season, and whether Koeman can bet¬ 
ter the achievements of his predeces¬ 
sor. 

However, he insists it is not all about 
league placing. 

“It’s not about a position in the 
table,” he said. 

“They had a great season last year 
and we like to continue - it’s not being 
seventh, eighth, ninth or even sixth. 

“I believe in a way of playing that 
makes the team strong. 

“We are talking after six games and 
there are 32 games to go. It’s a long 
season and step by step looking to the 
next. That is the most important.” 

Saints have produced an attractive 
brand of football under Koeman and 
the manager says that will not 
change, even when the club go away 
to the likes of Tottenham. 

“It’s not different. We talk that we 
like to play in the same way that we 
would like to play at home,” he insist¬ 
ed. 

“In my opinion there is no issue to 
play different in an away game, even 
away against big clubs. 

“It’s a challenge to show your quali¬ 
ties and if you believe in your quali¬ 
ties and your way of playing you can 
win against everybody. 

“You have to show that and at home 
it’s sometimes easier because you 
have the support of the whole stadium 
but the way of playing has to be the 
same.”

VICTOR Wanyama says Saints 
have used the words of those who 
wrote them off in the summer as 
motivation this season. 

Ronald Koeman’s side have sur¬ 
prised many people with their 
stunning start to the season, fol¬ 
lowing a well-publicised period of 
upheaval at St Mary’s. 

Saints entered the weekend lying 
second in the Premier League, 
with 13 points from their first six 
matches, but Wanyama insists 
their form has not shocked him. 

“I’m not really surprised, but, to 
see a lot of players leaving, it was 
a hard time,” he said. 

“Nobody gave us a chance out 
there, but we really believed in 
ourselves and we worked together 
as a group and I think that gave us 
also motivation to go and work 


harder, because we see that no one 
believed in us, so we had to take 
that as a positive thing and we 
went and worked against it. 

“It’s a good thing now we are up 
there, so we just have to work 
even harder to try and stay there, 
because to be there is a bit easier, 
but to maintain that is the big 
issue, which we have to work 
harder to try to stay there.” 

The midfielder is not setting a 
second place, or top-four, finish as 
a realistic goal, however. 

“It will be nice to finish even in a 
better place than last season,” he 
said. “It will show we have 
improved as well, so hopefully we 
can do that. 

“I think if we can improve from 
last season’s position that would 
be a really good thing, and that’s 


also the ambition I think of every¬ 
one in the club.” 

Wanyama has started three of

Saints’ first six league games this 
season, and has been pleased with 
his own form. 


“Obviously, I’m happy to be part 
of the winning team every time 
and I think I’ve done my bit as 
well,” he said. 

“I’m really happy with the 
results, but we just need to work 
more hard and get good results 
every time. 

“Last season, I started well and 
then I had the injury [a fractured 
foot that sidelined him for two 
months]. 

“I think the injury put me back a 
bit, but, after that, I finished the 
season stronger and this season I 
think I’ve just learned more. 

“It has started well and hopeful¬ 
ly it’s going to be great.” 

Wanyama also opened his Saints 
goal account earlier this season, 
coming off the bench to score in 
the 1-0 win at Swansea last month. 


“It was nice,” he said. “I remem¬ 
ber last season I scored against 
Swansea as well, but the goal was 
ruled that it wasn’t good, but it 
was a clear goal. 

“Then this season again I scored 
against them, and I was really 
happy, and just grateful to score 
my first goal.” 

After tomorrow’s game at Spurs, 
Wanyama will head off on interna¬ 
tional duty with Kenya, for their 
friendly in Morocco. 

“It’s always good to go back and 
also have the home fans and see 
the home fans, and to train with 
the national team is always nice,” 
he said. 

“Whenever you come from 
there, you feel like you are fresh 
again after seeing those people, so 
it’s always a good thing.”

“We know now he’s our oppo¬ 
nent, and we are really going to 
take him as our opponent, and we 
just want to go there and work 
hard and try to get a positive 
result,” he said. 

“If we can get maximum points 
then it will be a very, very good 
thing to do.”

Wanyama said: “I’m looking for¬ 
ward to seeing him.

Kenyan star Wanyama was 
brought to Saints during 
Pochettino’s time at the club, join¬ 
ing in a £12.5m deal from Celtic in 
the summer of 2013. 

While the manner of the 
Argentine manager’s departure 
rankles with sections of the Saints 
fanbase, Wanyama has nothing but 
praise, crediting the 42-year-old for 
the work he did with him as an 
individual, and also the team as a 
whole. 

“I think he did a lot for the club 
and he made a lot of players 
improve under him,” he 
said.

Pompey have been a League One 
club for the last 40 years, the only 
people who haven’t realised that 
have been the fans. 

The only people who have bene¬ 
fited from their extravagance 
have been the fans. 

The owners? I doubt they bene¬ 
fited much from the millions of 
pounds they lost and for the life of 
me I can’t see who else benefited 
from Portsmouth’s five year 
spending spree. 

The fact that Portsmouth have 
walked away from all of that, and 
with all their assets still intact, 
beggars belief. 

If we’d done what they’d done, 
we’d be homeless and the bailiffs 
would be selling off our every pos- 
session. 

The fact that the rest of football 
still seems to view the 
Portsmouth story as a fans’ hard 
luck story is a very hard pill to 
swallow, especially when you 
consider the very lack of empathy 


people felt for Southampton, 
mainly due to the unlikeable 
image Rupert Lowe portrayed in 
the media. 

We can argue about the circum¬ 
stances surrounding Nicola 
Cortese’s departure from the club 
ad infinitum. 

Was it a clash of personalities or 
was it down the Italian’s “reck¬ 
less” spending of the Liebherr’s 
money? 

Who knows? 

One thing is certain, yet again 
the saga of the sad blue few down 
the road again mirrors our own 
fate in so much as they represent 
everything we should aspire to 
not be. 

Football is a business and you 
have to run your club as such. 

From buying success to default¬ 
ing on paying the bill, from taking 
short cuts to having a dangerous¬ 
ly false view of your own impor¬ 
tance, everything Portsmouth 
stand for we should avoid. 

They’ll tell you how well sup¬ 
ported and passionate their sup¬ 
port is. 

I’d counter that by saying when 
things appear to be going their 
way they show their support, but 
when things get tricky they desert 
the sinking ship as quickly as 
they can. 

Once the novelty of “owning 
their club” wears off and the real¬ 
ity of where they actually belong 
kicks in, Pompey will be back to 


their true level of support, which 
is around the 8,000 mark. 

There are always lessons to be 
learnt in life and football. 

The one, as described above, is 
about taking short cuts in life and 
how nothing of any long term ben¬ 
efit can be gained by taking the 
easy route. 

You cannot accuse 
Southampton FC of taking the 
easy route, from relegation to rel¬ 
egation, to rebuild, to promotion 
to promotion, to deconstruction, 
to rebuild and re-emergence as a 
footballing force yet again. 

Nothing this club has done over 
the last 10 years has been easy. 

The final adieu to Portsmouth 
FC for me is the realisation that 
despite their trophies and their 
self-perception of being the bigger 
club, it’s all complete and utter 
rubbish. 

It coincides with me working 
back in Southampton after nearly 
two years of working in 
Portsmouth itself. 

The feeling of complete and 
utter denial coming from their 
fans, the feeling that they were 
hard done by, and that we “got 
what we deserved” was rife 
amongst them. 

I’m now officially past caring, 
the sense that there is any shred 
of decency amidst football died 
the moment people celebrated 
writing millions of debt off and 
starting afresh whilst the people 
they owed money to watched on 
with incredulity. 

Football’s not fair, but then life’s 
not fair. You just move on and get 
on with it. 

Karma will just have to wait 
another day...

In fact, had he been around last year, I 
firmly believe it would have been the 
Stamford Bridge outfit who would have 
been raising the trophy. 

His eight goals already this season 
have shot Chelsea to the top of the log. 

Now, is it mind games on Mourinho’s 
part that he continues to claim Costa 
can only train sparingly during the 
week because of a troublesome ham¬ 
string, or is it a ploy to undermine his 
availability for the upcoming interna¬ 
tional week? 

Mourinho has Loic Remy as back-up 
and, as he found out last year, a lack of 
alternatives cost him the title. 

Manchester City, the reigning cham¬ 
pions, have had a mixed start. 

Again, fitness within their front line 
will be important, and Sergio Aguero’s 
record in that regard will come under 
scrutiny as they battle through the 
upcoming games. 

The disappointment for this talented 
squad is their form in Europe, after 
another disjointed performance against 
Roma again leaves them facing the pos¬ 
sibility of failing to qualify for the later 
rounds. 

However, they will still be Chelsea’s 
nearest challengers this season, and 
perhaps next. 

There is a worry, though, that this is 
an ageing group of players and, sooner 
or later, some younger, fresher addi¬ 
tions will be needed. 

Liverpool, runners-up last season, 
have failed to deliver the dazzling foot¬ 
ball that took them so close to the title, 
and it has become very evident that the 
departure of Luis Suarez to Barcelona 
has left an irreplaceable void. 

His ability in one-on-one situations 
and the quality of his finishing often 
disguised the team’s defensive vulnera¬ 
bilities, and the signing of Dejan 


m 
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new manag¬ 
er, Louis van Gaal, has found adapting 
to the division a daunting experience. 

Most United supporters expected sign¬ 
ings to strengthen their back four dur¬ 
ing the summer, but the vast majority 
of the money was instead spent on 
attacking players. 

I have no complaints with who they 
have signed in that regard, though, as 
Argentina international Angel Di 
Maria is world class and Radamel 
Falcao, once fit, will give United a real 
cutting edge. 

Of course, the reckless actions of 
Wayne Rooney have not helped the sit¬ 
uation, and his sending off against QPR 
raises questions about his suitability to 
captain both club and country. 

This indiscretion is an unfair assess¬ 
ment of his behaviour, as he is a player 
who has always lived on the edge. 

In fact, in his efforts to lead the team 
correctly, he may have taken away 
some of the aggression that made him a 
little bit different. 

Van Gaal will need all of his experi¬ 
ence over the coming months if he is to 
turn United into a top four and 
European contender. 

Right now, it is wonderful to see 
Southampton standing between 
Chelsea and Manchester City. 

On performances, they deserve to be 
there, and it is very comforting to see 
the Saints, after a hectic summer of 
comings and goings, still making such 
good progress under their new manag¬ 
er, Ronald Koeman, and his team. 

It is even better to hear Gary Neville, 
who tipped Saints to go down, now 
admit they have been impressive. 

Indeed, I have them two points in 
front on my own predictions after six 
games.

SUNDAY’S fixture against Spurs 
pitches the in-form Saints 
against former manager Mauricio 
Pochettino, whose defection to 
Tottenham from St Mary’s upset 
many of the club’s supporters. 

White Hart Lane is never an 
easy place to garner points, but, 
although Spurs achieved a draw 
against Arsenal in last week’s 
north London derby, they were 
less than impressive.

MAURICI0 Pochettino was right to 
move on when he did - but that 
doesn’t mean it will do him much 
good. 

The man who ditched Saints for 
Tottenham back in May will face his 
former club for the first time when the 
two sides meet at White Hart Lane 
tomorrow. 

It is sure to be a tumultuous and emo¬ 
tional day all round. 

Luckily, at this moment in time, it is 
Saints fans who can afford to shrug 
their shoulders and wonder if things all 
worked out for the best, rather than 
Pochettino himself. 

Let’s be fair, things aren’t going too 
badly for Saints. 

Even if you want to take the most pes¬ 
simistic view of things, they have about 
a third of the points they require to 
ensure they avoid relegation - and 
that’s with ‘only’ 32 games of the season 
remaining. 

It puts it into context. 

Pochettino’s defection was hugely 
painful for Saints at the time. 

It felt like a betrayal. 

Though Pochettino had been careful 
never to nail his colours to the Saints 
mast, there was a feeling after that Les 
Reed speech back in April that things 
could progress behind the scenes. 

However, for all that, Pochettino duly 
jumped ship as soon as possible. 

His exodus sparked a rush of players 
to leave, though Adam Rant is far from 
convinced that that wouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened anyway. 

For Saints it has led to regeneration, 
rejuvenation, and the feeling that this 
is the start of a new era at the club. 

One which is so exciting and which 
we can all embrace. 

For Pochettino, though, it was a 
straightforward decision, but not nec¬ 
essarily one that will work out for the 
best for him. 

Pochettino was always going to move 
on when the right offer came along. 

Rightly or wrongly, it always felt as if 
Saints were a stepping stone in his 
career. 

Pochettino is an ambitious man, and 
you always got the impression he saw 
himself as a future manager of one of 
the world’s genuinely massive sides. 

He also realised that it’s not an easy 
path to get to that level, so Espanyol 
and then Saints was a steady progres¬ 
sion. 

There was a lot of nonsense talk of 
Champions League football at St 
Mary’s in the immediate future under 
him and Nicola Cortese. 

The reality, though, was always likely 
to be somewhat different. 

Therefore, there was no way

If Pochettino were to guide them I 
to a top four position, and then do 
something in the Champions 
League, that big club door may swing 
open. 

However, it is still a gamble. 

Though Spurs do have a slightly bet¬ 
ter chance than Saints of making that 
step up, there is also a higher likeli¬ 
hood of failure. 

At Saints, eighth was a wonderful 
achievement - despite the club spend¬ 
ing £60m over a couple of years. 

At Tottenham, they expect you to 
achieve Champions League football 
very soon, and without the backing 
that those regularly in the top four 
receive. 

The point is this - that for Saints it 
was better that Pochettino left when he 
did if his motive was to climb the lad¬ 
der. 

He gave Saints a great season. 

That deserves to be remembered. 

But Saints did not need a manager 
who might have been waiting for a bet¬ 
ter offer, they need somebody there to 
serve the club and do the job for what it 
is. 

Ronald Koeman fits that bill. 

Ultimately, it has all worked all right 
for Saints. 

Whether the same can be said for 
Pochettino remains to be seen.

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SOME sporting achievements just leave 
you gobsmacked by their brilliance. 

Such as the world record in the 
marathon. 

The course was the ultra-fast Berlin 
where Kenyan runner Dennis Kimetto 
smashed round the 26.2 miles in 2hrs 
2mins 57secs. 

To put that into some sort of con¬ 
text, it means he was doing 4mins 
41 secs per mile. 

Just try doing that for half a mile. 

Literally get out the door, find a half 
mile stretch and sprint as fast as you 
can. It will be truly remarkable if you can 
do even half a mile at that speed, let alone 


keep that pace up for a full marathon. 

There is naturally talk of whether anybody 
will break the two hour mark now. 

It might happen at some point, but it is a 
tough ask. 

Records are generally shaved at that 
level rather than smashed. 

Taking off about three minutes will be 
smashing it. 

To add further context to the sub two 
hour debate, even to go one second under 
that mark will mean running a marathon at 
13.1mph. 

All these numbers are just crazy, but the 
athletic achievement of Kimetto is truly stag¬ 
gering.

AS always, the Ryder Cup 
made some riveting TV view¬ 
ing. 

Though it was slightly too one¬ 
sided from the second day 
onwards to really make it gen¬ 
uinely thrilling this time, there 
is still something special about 
the format. 

Even cutting through all the 
hype, the unique nature of see¬ 
ing an individual sport suddenly 
become a team event like that is 
captivating. 

Adam Rant has to admit, 
though, that he has somewhat 
mixed feelings over what has 
been a rather messy aftermath 
for the Americans. 

Phil Mickelson has borne the 
brunt of a lot of abuse and 
recriminations for his criticism 
of captain Tom Watson. 

When you actually analyse 
what he said, it makes for an 
interesting debate. 

The headlines suggest he 
slaughtered his captain, a much 
respected elder statesman of the 
game. 

Mickelson’s words, though, 
weren’t that severe, more of an 
observation about where things 
went wrong under Watson and 
have been better in the past. 

And when you actually analyse 
them, they seem to be pretty 
accurate. 

Indeed, few people have come 
out to argue with them, aside 
from the fact that there is also 
the issue the Europeans simply 
played much better than 


America. 

In fact, oddly - given all the flak 
Mickelson has received - the 
only thing in dispute appears to 
be when and in what scenario he 
should have made the com¬ 
ments. 

Adam Rant takes a slightly 
contrary view and has a bit more 
respect for Mickelson than some 
others. He said what he said with 
Watson and his peers there in 
the room. 

He didn’t scuttle off back to 
America and pick out a favoured 
journalist to do the interview, 
knowing he was unlikely to see 
Watson again for a while. 

He didn’t write his autobiogra¬ 
phy and start sounding off about 
things he hadn’t told Watson. 

Instead, he sat there surely 
knowing the flack that was com¬ 
ing his way and said it anyway, 
partly because he was stung by 


the experience, and also because 
he believed in what he was say¬ 
ing. 

There is an old adage that what 
happens in the dressing room 
should stay in the dressing 
room. 

But, let Adam Rant assure you, 
that doesn’t really happen, and 
just because things don’t always 
get reported it doesn’t mean 
nobody knows about them. 

Besides which, in this day and 
age, and with events as high pro¬ 
file as the Ryder Cup, things 
always come out because there is 
money to be made out of them, 
hence book deals, exclusive 
cover features and interview 
splashes etc. 

People have suggested it would 
have shown more grace had 
Mickelson just told Watson what 
he thought in private and tried to 
tow the line in public, but that 


means they are saying he should 
basically he. 

That suggests we want bland 
and boring media-trained stars 
who never give an opinion on 
their area of expertise when 
asked. 

It seems to Adam Rant that is 
what we are saying, but then we 
will also abandon those sports if 
we get bored and bemoan a lack 
of characters who just use the 
same old tired cliches. 

We want to have our cake and 
eat it. 

Surely it is fine to feel a little 
sorry for Watson, and to appreci¬ 
ate his standing in the world of 
sport, while also expressing the 
opinion that you didn’t agree 
with his methods when his side 
have just been thrashed, even if 
you are one of his team. 

It seems that is all Mickelson 
did.

SOUTHAMPTON captain Jose Fonte is 
determined to cap a dream few days 
by getting the better of former man¬ 
ager Mauricio Pochettino. 

One of Saints’ longest-serving players, the 
30-year-old played a key role in the club’s 
rise from League One to the Barclays 
Premier League. 

Fonte has remained an integral member 
of the team since their return to the top 
flight but continued to be overlooked by the 
Portuguese national team. 

However, that changed this week when 
new coach Fernando Santos included the 
centre-back for the upcoming matches with 
France and Denmark. 

Fonte, pictured, is understandably proud 
with the call-up and would like nothing 
more than to celebrate with a win at 
Tottenham on Sunday. 

“On Tuesday, the gaffer told me I was on 
the pre-list of 40 players, which was a first 
time anyway because before I had never 
been on those lists,” he said. “That was the 
first moment I got a little bit excited. 

“I had the feeling and few people were 
already saying I might have a chance. I did¬ 
n’t want to get carried away, obviously. 

“On Friday when we were training, the 
gaffer came up to me and said ‘congratula¬ 
tions, by the way’ and then I knew I was in 
the squad. 

“I am over the moon, obviously, but we 
have a game on Sunday and I need to focus 
on that now. 

“After Sunday, it is going to be a new 
experience, it is something I am going to be 
looking forward to.” 

Sunday’s match is no bog-standard affair 
given it will see Pochettino face Saints for 
the first time since leaving for White Hart 
Lane. 

When he left in the summer, few could 
have foreseen Saints heading into this 
match in such markedly better form. 

Ronald Koeman’s men started the week¬ 
end second in the standings and going for a 


seventh successive win in all 
competitions in north London. 

“We are looking to prepare for 
the game in the best way we 
can,” Fonte said. “Everyone 
knows the importance of this 
game. 

“Everyone is looking at us " 
now. We know we have a respon¬ 
sibility, we have an expectation 
but the only way to deal with it is 
to prepare ourselves during the 
week. 

“That way we get to Sunday and 
are in good shape to get the result. 

That is what we have been trying 
to do and what we’re focused 
on.” 

Despite Pochettino saying he 
still loves Southampton, fans 
are unlikely to show much 
affection towards their former 
boss at White Hart Lane. 

Attempts to get Morgan 
Schneiderlin to come with 
him rankled with supporters 
and ultimately failed, with the 
board belatedly ended the tal¬ 
ent drain from St Mary’s. 

The 24-year-old was initially 
angered but has since calmed, becoming 
one of Saints’ best players in their fantastic 
start to the season. 

That form has seen Schneiderlin retain 
his place in the French national team, 
meaning he could soon be pitting his wits 
against Fonte in an international match 
just a matter of years after playing in the 
third tier together. 

“You have to look at it with a little bit of | 
nostalgia,” Fonte said. “We started in 
League One, when we first met. 

“We worked very hard to get here and it is 
a great story. It is something that we should 
be proud of. 

“He has been there for quite a time now. 
I’ve managed to get in there now and I just 
hope we can meet many times now.”

AFC TOTTON suffered stoppage- 
time misery as they were sen¬ 
tenced to their fourth defeat in 
the last five Southern One South 
& West games. 

Having pulled themselves back on 
terms against ten-man Taunton 
Town with a magnificent Rob Flooks 
header, the opportunity was there to 
get back to winning ways. 

But the Stags switched off from a 
free-kick in the 91st minute as the 
Peacocks emerged last-gasp 2-1 vic¬ 
tors. 

The Stags welcomed back centre- 
half Flooks after suspension and the 
returning Nathaniel Sherborne was 
once again stationed on the left of 
midfield. 

Totton were nearly undone in the 
sixth minute when Craig Herrod 
made inroads down the right and 
crossed for Rodney Marsh, who 
sneaked in unmarked and dragged 
his shot wide of Steve Mowthrope’s 
left-hand post. 

The home side forced a comer two 
minutes later with Flooks heading 
Liam Gilbert’s delivery forward to 
Zac Mouland, who nodded their first 
chance just wide of the upright. 

There was little to choose between 
the sides with Marsh’s shot deflected 
out for a Taunton corner and 
Sherborne firing across the face of 
goal after Craig Feeney had picked 
him out on the left of the area. 

There was little to enthral watch¬ 
ing ex-Saint Claus Lundekvam in a 
fairly uneventful first-half hour, but 
the crowd were woken from their 
slumbers in the 30th minute when 
Marsh floored Gilbert with a hefty 
challenge. 

Marsh escaped with just a yellow 
card and, ironically, it was from his 
through ball that the Peacocks took 
the lead three minutes later. 

Once again Totton’s defensive fail¬ 
ings were exposed with Steven 
Murray darting through and coolly 
flipping the ball past Mowthorpe. 

With the Stags reeling from that 
blow, it could have been two in two 
minutes for the visitors but, once 
again, Marsh fired wide when well 


placed. As Totton settled, Zac 
Mouland forced a corner before los¬ 
ing out to goalkeeper Joe Perry in 
the chase for Ellis White’s forward 
pass. 

Jamie Bulpitt then picked the ball 
up on the right and aimed for the far 
top comer, but the ball drifted well 
over and, come the half-time whistle, 
neither keeper had had a serious 
stop to make. 

The feisty Marsh, a thorn in 
Totton’s side, was replaced by Ben 
Kirk for the start of the second-half- 
presumably to avoid him being sent- 
off. 

But if that was the plan it didn’t pay 
off as the visitors were soon reduced 
to ten men in any case. 

With 57 minutes gone Jamie 
Short’s mazy run to the edge of the 
Totton box was crowded out by the 
home defence. 

Frustrated at loosing possession, 
Short crudely chopped down 
Sherborne and then compounded his 
crime by pushing away the angry 
Totton players who had gathered 


round. It left referee Craig Green 
with no option but to show him red. 

With discipline deserting the ten- 
man visitors, skipper Owen Irish 
then entered the referee’s notebook 
for fouling Feeney. 

With their tails now up, Totton 
panicked the Taunton defence for 
the first time on 66 minutes when, 
following good work by Feeney, Kyle 
O’Brien’s close range blast was 
superbly blocked by keeper Joe 
Perry and Mouland’s follow-up was 
cleared off the line by Irish. 

Lundekvam had seen enough, leav¬ 
ing with 72 minutes gone just as 
Totton boss Steve Riley was throw¬ 
ing on Taylor Edwards for 
Sherborne. 

He should have waited a couple of 
minutes longer as Totton duly 
equalised with a stunning set piece. 

Gilbert whistled over a free-kick 
from the right and Flooks rose 
majestically to glance a header into 
the far corner. 

Riley made another throw of the 
dice with five minutes remaining,

replacing Bulpitt with Nathan 
Hurst. 

And there was another outcry from 
Totton fans when Flooks appeared to 
be pushed over awaiting another 
Gilbert free-kick from the right. 

An increasingly niggley contest 
boiled over again with two minutes 
of normal time remaining when 
Taunton’s Rob Norrish wrapped his 
arms all round Feeney on the stand- 
side touchline. 

Feeney reacted and there was an 
exchange of words between Gilbert 
and Taunton’s Jamie Price before 
the referee restored some semblance 
of order. 

There was yet more unrest among 
the Totton faithful when, in the first 
minute of stoppage time, the visitors 
were awarded a free kick on the 
right, supposedly for a foul by 
Flooks.

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IT might have taken a little 
longer to come than many 
had predicted, but this 
week Nathaniel Clyne final¬ 
ly got his first senior 
England call-up. 

The 23-year-old has proven to 
be one of the most consistent 
right backs in the Premier 
League since he joined from 
Crystal Palace just over two 
years ago. 

Certainly the fee of just over 
£2m Saints ending up paying 
for his services looks like a total 
bargain. 

Clyne has seen off the chal¬ 
lenge of Calum Chambers, who 
Saints cashed in on to the tune 
of £16m, so confident were they 
that in Clyne they had some¬ 
body who could hold down the 
right back spot. 

His first season with the club, 
2012/13, was very much a get- 
ting-to-know-you type affair as 
Clyne and his teammates set¬ 
tled into life in the top flight. 

Still, it ended well as Saints 
posted a decent first campaign 
back in the Premier League and 
Clyne won a call-up to the 
England under-21 squad for the 
European Championships, 
albeit they lost 1-0 in both of the 
games in which he featured and 
crashed out of the tournament 
early. 

His second season was more 
of a challenge as Chambers rose 
to prominence. 

Clyne’s position as the clear 
first choice right back disap¬ 
peared, and, not helped by an 
injury niggle as well, he / 
found it was not always 
easy to get a straight run 
in the team as he had 
done before. 

By the end 
of the 


campaign, 
though, Clyne 
had really picked up some form 
and so nearly got into Roy 
Hodgson’s stand-by list for the 
World Cup. 

With Chambers having 
departed over the summer, 
Clyne is back in his role as 
automatic first choice at right 
back. 

Not only is he back, he is 
thriving. 

He has been the form right 
back of the Premier League this 


season and, though unfortunate 
not to make the England squad 
for the fixtures against Norway 
and Switzerland last month, he 
didn’t have to wait long to get 
the nod. 

England manager Hodgson 
confirmed he had been consid¬ 
ering Clyne for some time 
before finally selecting him. 

“He's impressed us for quite a 
while,” he said. 

“Even before the World Cup, 
he was a name were constantly 
considering. 

“We have lost Glen Johnson 
and Kyle Walker to injury, 
John Stones played there the 


other day, and we were looking 
for someone else we thought 
could be a very interesting can¬ 
didate for the right-back spot. 

“Nathaniel was considered 
last time and this time he was 
not only considered, but he was 
asked to come.” 

Clyne received congratula¬ 
tions from a host of teammates, 
with captain Jose Fonte writing 
on Twitter: “He has deserved 
this for a long time.” 

He has also impressed new 
manager Ronald Koeman, who 
has sung his praises. 

“Clyne is one of the best right 
full-backs that I’ve had in my 


teams during 
the last 15 
years, 
enthused the 
Saints boss. 

“That means a lot 
because I like to play 
with offensive right and 
left full-backs and he has 
that qualities - he’s fast and 
gives good crosses.”

IT remains one of the great 
ironies involving Saints. 

Back in March 2001 the club’s 
manager, Glenn Hoddle, decided 
the grass would be greener if he 
quit to take over at Tottenham. 

Fast forward to September 20, 
2003, and two goals from James 
Beattie help Saints win 3-1 at 
Hoddle’s Spurs. 

It was the hosts’ third successive 
Premier League loss, following on 
from a 3-0 home beating by 
Fulham and a 4-2 defeat at Chelsea 
(who Hoddle had also previously 
managed). 

Less than 24 hours after Gordon 
Strachan’s men had won at White 
Hart Lane, Hoddle was sacked by 
chairman Daniel Levy. 

It was a rich irony indeed. 

Memories of that time might be 
rekindled tomorrow if Saints man¬ 
age to pull off their first win at 
Tottenham since September 2003. 

Of course, a former Saints man¬ 
ager is in charge of Spurs again. 

Mauricio Pochettino, to no-one’s 
real surprise, quit his job at St 
Mary’s last May in favour of 
replacing Tim Sherwood at 
Tottenham. 

Of course, the circumstances 
were a little different to 13 years 
earlier. 

Hoddle was a Tottenham legend 
due to a glittering playing career 
with the club. 

Swapping Saints for the north 
London club saw the ex-England 
midfielder return to his ‘spiritual’ 
home, as it were. 

Imagine Matt Le Tissier manag¬ 
ing Tottenham and then being 
handed the chance to take over at 
Southampton. 

That was the situation Hoddle 
found himself in. 

Pochettino had no such emotion¬ 
al ties with Spurs. 

He left Saints because he saw 
Tottenham as a bigger club offer¬ 
ing him a better chance to climb 
the managerial ladder. 

At St Mary’s he had been a suc¬ 
cess, taking Saints from 15th in the 
table when he replaced Nigel 
Adkins in mid-January 2013 to 
eighth when he resigned 17 
months later. 

Still, I have to admit I was sur¬ 
prised when Tottenham decided 
that Pochettino was the man for 
them. 

Poch’s club record was good, but 
hardly spectacular. 

During his time with Espanyol 
and Southampton he had never 
won any silverware. 

Indeed, his best chances with 
Saints - in the FA Cup and League 
Cup - saw him treat those compe¬ 


titions with little more than 
comtempt. 

Poch was also in charge of Saints 
when they lost twice to a 
Tottenham team managed by 
Sherwood, including the game at 
White Hart Lane when Saints led 
2-0 last March and still lost. 

I thought then that any chance 
he had of replacing Sherwood - for 
the rumours had already started 
by then linking him with a move to 
the capital - had vanished. 

I was wrong. Tottenham dis¬ 


pensed with Sherwood’s services, 
after just six months in charge, 
and went for the man who finished 
two places below them in the table. 

Redknapp and Hoddle had won 
the FA Cup as managers before 
taking over at Tottenham 

Levy, of course, is not the most 
patient chairman in the top flight. 

Harry Redknapp is easily his 
longest serving manager at 
Tottenham, with the best part of 
four years. 

Redknapp, though, did finish 


fourth twice - in 2009/10 and 
2011/12. 

Elsewhere, Andre Villas-Boas 
lasted a year and a half and 
Juande Ramos 12 months. 

Even Hoddle, the club legend, 
was only given just over two years 
in charge. 

Jacques Santini managed only 
six months in 2004. 

All that tends to suggest that 
Pochettino had better do well at 
White Hart Lane - and by that I 
mean finishing in the Champions

League positions - or he might slip 
a rung or two on the managerial 
ladder he is so keen to climb. 

In the same way that so many 
Saints fans were jubilant their 
club administered the last rites to 
Hoddle in 2003, so the laughter 
would be long and loud at 
Pochettino’s expense if Saints rat¬ 
tled off a fifth straight Premier 
League victory. 

Tottenham, in the eyes of the 
national media, are obviously a far 
more ‘glamorous’ club than 


Southampton. 

Not many managers would con¬ 
sider Saints a ‘bigger club’, and 
statistics bear that out. 

Saints have only twice finished 
above Tottenham in the Premier 
League era, in 2002/03 and 2003/04. 

For a club of their stature - ie, 
one often billed as a ‘big club’ - 
Tottenham have only won the 
League Cup twice (in 1999 and 
2008) since the last of their eight 
FA Cup successes in 1991. 

Tottenham have won the First 


Division title just twice, in 1951 
and 1961. 

That is not exactly a roll call of 
massive glory, considering how 
big a club their fans believe Spurs 
are. 

Despite the facts, expectations 
are always high at White Hart 
Lane and Pochettino needs to 
deliver performances that live up 
to those expectations. 

With the best will in the world, it 
is hard to see them finishing in the 
top four of the Premier League. 


That leaves the domestic 
and Tottenham have been regard¬ 
ed as a ‘cup team’ for most of the 
last 50 years. 

But, as we have already men¬ 
tioned, Pochettino showed himself 
no huge fan of the FA Cup or 
League Cup during his tenure at St 
Mary’s. 

Might he now have had a change 
of mind, given the increased 
expectations of his new club’s fan- 
base? Time will tell. 

It goes without saying that it 
would be remarkably amusing to 
most football fans - not just the 
Saints-supporting ones - if 
Pochettino’s former club finish 
above his current one in 2014/15. 

The St Mary’s faithful might not 
realistically expect Ronald 
Koeman’s new-look team to finish 
above a Liverpool one containing 
Dejan Lovren, Adam Lallana and 
Rickie Lambert, or above a 
Manchester United squad contain¬ 
ing Luke Shaw, or even above an 
Arsenal one containing Calum 
Chambers (and Theo Walcott and 
Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain). 

But finishing above Tottenham? 
That is a far more realistic possi¬ 
bility, and a fairly mouth-watering 
one for them as well. 

Football fans have remarkably 
long memories when it suits them, 
and the manner of Pochettino’s 
departure from Saints left a bitter 
taste in the mouth. 

Especially when Dejan Lovren 
said in the summer that the play¬ 
ers knew last April there was a 
high chance Pochettino would be 
leaving as soon as the season fin¬ 
ished. 

There are ways and means to 
dress up a departure to leave a sat¬ 
isfactory taste in the mouth. 

Lambert managed it, Shaw just 
about managed it, and Lovren and 
Lallana failed as spectacularly as 
their one-time manager to pull it 
off. 

That is why Lallana and Lovren 
will no doubt be heavily jeered 
when they return to Saints with 
Liverpool later in the season. 

And it is why Pochettino can 
expect a less than rosy reception 
this weekend from the supporters 
who used to sing his praises. 

He probably won’t care that 
much, though, because that is the 
nature of a career manager. 

Pochettino showed Saints little 
compassion and respect in the first 
few months of 2014, regularly fail¬ 
ing to commit himself to the club 
when asked at press conferences 
and then scooting off almost as 
soon as the dust had settled on 
2013/14. 

As a result, he can expect little 
compassion and respect back from 
the travelling fans on Sunday.

RICHARD Hill was disappointed 
Eastleigh couldn’t crown the 
biggest night ever at the 
Silverlake Stadium with victory 
over Bristol Rovers. 

But on an evening when a record- 
breaking 2,621 crowd - the club’s 
biggest ever league attendance - filed 
through the Stoneham Lane turn¬ 
stiles, it spoke volumes for 
Eastleigh’s new-found status in the 
game that 1,000 Gasheads returned 
to Bristol relieved to escape with a 1- 
1 Vanarama Conference draw. 

Neither Eastleigh nor Rovers had 
ever played in the Conference 
national prior to this season, but 
their journeys to England’s fifth tier 
could hardly be more distinct. 

The Pirates were admitted into the 
Football League in 1920 and main¬ 
tained that league status for almost a 
century until relegation earlier this 
year. 

They are one of - if not THE - 
biggest clubs to find themselves in 
Conference Premier in recent sea¬ 
sons. 

Eastleigh, in contrast, were found¬ 
ed as Swaythling Athletic just 68 
years ago and entered the 
Hampshire League in 1950. 

In 1986 they became founder mem¬ 
bers of the Wessex League where 
they stayed until winning the 
Premier Division title in 2002/03 - 


had a crowd of more than 2,600 in for 
a big game and to have that amount 
of people at Eastleigh is fantastic. 

“The game was fast and furious 
from start to finish and there were 20 
outfield players who were on their 
knees by the end of it. 

“That’s why we’re all in football for 
big nights like that. If you don’t enjoy 
it, you might as well walk away. 

“There wasn’t one ounce of trouble, 
no cross words, nothing. 

“Both sets of supporters were a 
credit to their clubs.” 

Rovers’ former Salisbury City boss 
Darrell Clarke praised the effort of 
his side who, prior to arriving in 
Hampshire, had reeled off five league 
wins on the bounce.

NOSTALGIC Robbie Matthews 
says he is saddened and disappoint¬ 
ed with the ever-growing prospect 
that football may never be played 
again in a Salisbury City shirt - but 
insists the Whites never learnt 
their lesson. 

The former Whites ace had on- 
and-off spells at his hometown club 
where he was part of two promo¬ 
tions to the Conference Premier - 
both of which landed Salisbury in 
financial difficulty, writes JOEL 
HOLT. 

Matthews was in the promotion¬ 
winning squad of 2007, but the club 
entered administration in 2009. 

He returned a few seasons later to 
help the Whites secure play-off vic¬ 
tory in 2013 from the Conference 
South, but then parted company 
with the Ray Mac club and manag¬ 
er at the time Darrell Clarke. 

Today the central defender is ply¬ 
ing his trade at part-time Gosport 
Borough in the Conference South 
having returned to his job as a 
bricklayer. 

The towering 32-year-old, who 
lives in Amesbury, said: “I just 
don’t know what has happened. 
Whether they can start again next 
year I don’t know. 

“It’s sad as that’s where I was 
born and live. 

“Every time they go up to the 
Conference Premier they seem to 
find it too hard. 

“Every time we’ve gone up we’ve 
had trouble. They haven’t really 
learned from their mistakes. 

“Obviously to run a football club 
is hard.” 

Matthews, who has a host of non- 
League clubs on his CV, had been 
planning on a return to Salisbury 
before hanging up his boots. 

But, according to the versatile 
striker/defender, that is now 
unlikely. 

“It’s one of my best clubs where I 
had one of the best runs,” he said. 

“I have great memories of the 
club, probably the best in my foot¬ 
ball career. 

“We came up from the lower 


leagues to the Conference Premier. 

“Salisbury is my club, but I have 
left them before because of money 
troubles as I had a house and kids 
to pay for. 

“I’m not like a saint where I will 
stay there until the end. Sometimes 
you have to look after yourself. 

“It’s sad and disappointing but, 
hopefully, they will somehow get 


over what has happened and be 
able to start again. 

“It would have been good to go 
back and play for Salisbury one day 
because they are my local team. 

“I honestly don’t know what is 
going on.” 

Matthews feels the state of the 
club wasn’t secure for a long time 
and believes ex-owner William 


Harrison-Allan, who sold the club 
for a pound to Mark Winter and 
Moroccan Otail Touzar, should 
take responsibility. 

“He left Salisbury in debt and 
passed it onto someone for a pound 
and that was out of order,” he said. 

“He’s walked away scot-free and 
obviously Touzar is now getting the 
abuse.”

Epilepsy has led to brain damage 
and Evelyn’s condition is likely to be 



life limiting. 

Sherwood and wife Jenny’s great¬ 
est wish is to make life as comfort¬ 
able as possible for little Evelyn, her 
parents and brother Fergus and last 
Sunday was all about asking the 
local football community to come out 
in support. 

The response was overwhelming 
with a large crowd assembling for 
a family fun day and charity 
match at Eastleigh’s Silverlake 
Stadium, the proceeds of 
which will go a long way 
towards the home improve¬ 
ments, mobility vehicle and 
extra physiotherapy that 
will turn the 
family’s life 
around. 

The match 
ended 7-2 in 
favour of a 
Footballing 
All Stars 
team which 
included, 
among others, 
ex-Saints Matt 
Le Tissier, 


Gordon Watson and Jason Dodd and 
former Spurs and England star 
Darren Anderton. 

Their opponents were an Ex- 
Eastleigh Stars teams comprising 
many of the players - Dave Moteane, 
Dean Byrne, Adam Gage, Dave Fear 
among them - who served Sherwood 
so well during his non-League man¬ 
agerial days.

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What did 
we learn 
in cup win? 

EUROPE won the Ryder Cup for the 
eighth time in the last 10 contests at 
Gleneagles. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at the 
10 things we learnt from the victory 
of Paul McGinley's side. 

1 Fail to prepare, prepare to fail - 

McGinley was meticulous in his prepa¬ 
ration, including arranging for the 
occupants of the fish tank in the team 
room to be in European colours. 

More seriously, he did not spend too 
much on the golf course once play 
was under way, leaving that to four of 
his five vice-captains so that he could 
be planning the next session, some¬ 
thing which made him feel as if he was 
“half a day ahead.” 

In contrast, opposite number Tom 
Watson appeared to be making things 
up as he went along, leaving rookie 
stars Jordan Spieth and Patrick Reed 
out on the Friday afternoon despite 
their resounding win over Ian Poulter 
and Stephen Gallacher.

2 Tom Watson needed media 
training - Watson also came off sec¬ 
ond best when dealing with the media, 
the size of which he admitted was the 
biggest difference between 2014 and 
when he was previously captain in 
1993. The 65-year-old's answers were 
long and rambling and often descend¬ 
ed into a trip down memory lane. 

3 Sport beats war - McGinley con¬ 
tinued the European trend of using 
legendary sporting figures to speak to 
the team in the week of the event, 
inviting former Manchester United 
manager Sir Alex Ferguson to address 
the players and caddies at Gleneagles. 

Colin Montgomerie used Welsh 
rugby legend Gareth Edwards in 2010 
and set up a teleconference with Seve 
Ballesteros, while Jose Maria Olazabal 
took a leaf from former Barcelona 
manager Pep Guardiola's book in 
2012.

JACKSON Bird will get a 
chance to put himself in the 
Ashes frame once again when 
he plays for Hampshire at the 
start of next season. 

The lanky Tasmanian seam 
bowler - he is 6 ft 5 in tall - will use 
his first ever major county stint in 
the UK to familiarise himself with 
the English conditions and hopeful¬ 
ly impress selectors before 
Australia’s squad is announced. 

The 27-year-old had to pull the 
plug on a proposed deal to play with 
Northamptonshire in March 
because of his continued troubles 
with a back complaint. 

After his sole Ashes appearance 
at Chester-le-Street in August 2013, 
Bird injured his back in the Big 
Bash League with Melbourne Stars, 
before travelling to South Africa as 
a back-up player. 

He did not play a Test on that 
tour, and featured in a single first- 
class match for Tasmania in March 
before being told to rest his back for 
four months. 

Bird enjoyed a successful intro¬ 
duction to Test cricket, earning 
man-of-the-match honours in his 
second Test against Sri Lanka in 
2012-13 while taking 11 wickets at 
just 16.18 in his debut series. 

Due to injuries, the right-armer 
has fallen back in the pecking order 
and will be eager to return to full 
fitness and his best form ahead of 
the Australian summer. 

His signing was announced this 
week alongside that of journeyman 


bowling all-rounder Yasir Arafat, 
who played for Big Bash League 
champions the Perth Scorchers last 
year. 

While short-form specialist 
Arafat will only play one-day and 
T20 cricket for Hampshire, Bird is 
available for all formats. 

“We’re delighted to have Jackson 
and Yasir on board for next season 
- they will both add a lot of quality 
to our bowling attack and hopefully 
they will help us build on a success¬ 
ful 2014 season,” director of cricket 
Giles White said on Monday. 

“Jackson comes highly recom¬ 
mended and at a time of the year 
that is likely to suit his style of 
bowling. 

“We are looking forward to hav¬ 
ing him about and hope he has a 
positive influence on our return to 
Division One.” 

Next summer’s spell with 
Hampshire will not be Bird’s first 
experience of English county crick¬ 
et. 

He did play one game for 
Middlesex 2nds in 2008 against the 
Marylebone Cricket Club Young 
Cricketers in the 2nd XI 
Championship. 

Included in the same side as Nick 
Compton and ex-Hampshire man 
Mitchell Stokes, Bird took three 
wickets in a drawn encounter and 
never played again. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
Bird’s career in more detail. 

First class career 

Jackson Bird made a remarkable 


impact in his Sheffield Shield 
career for Tasmania in 2011/12. 

He claimed three man of the 
match awards and helped 
Tasmania to the final. 

His debut was fairly low-key, with 
figures of 1-54 and 1-34 in his side’s 
182-run victory over South 
Australia. 


Former Hampshire batsman 
George Bailey, Tasmania’s skipper, 
struck an unbeaten hundred to 
help get Bird off to a winning start. 

Bird got off to the proverbial flyer 
in his second Shield outing against 
Victoria at Melbourne. 

On the first morning of the game, 
he destroyed Victoria’s top order, 


reducing the hosts to 55-5 with all 
five wickets. 

Among his victims was a hat-trick 
of Australian internationals - Chris 
Rogers, David Hussey and 
Cameron White. 

Ex-Hampshire man Glenn 
Maxwell came in at No 7 for 
Victoria, but was also out cheaply

as Victoria were skittled for 94 - 
Bird ending with 5-35. 

He claimed a sensational 10-wick¬ 
et haul with 5-61 in Victoria’s sec¬ 
ond innings, with Rogers, Hussey 
and White again among his victims. 

The following February Bird was 
again named man of the match 
after following up a first innings 6- 


62 and 3-71 in Tasmania’s win 
against Queensland. 

The very next month he claimed 
ten wickets in a game for the sec¬ 
ond time, bagging 5-32 and 6-63 in a 
win against a Western Australian 
side featuring Nathan Rimmington, 
the Aussie who had a brief spell at 
The Ageas Bowl in 2014. 


Rimmington was one of Bird’s vic¬ 
tims in the second innings when he 
claimed a hat-trick, spread over the 
last ball of one over and the first 
two deliveries of his next. 

Tasmania went on to reach the 
Shield final, with Bird celebrating 
50 wickets in his debut campaign by 
taking five wickets in a loss to 


Queensland. 

There was a great personal hon¬ 
our when Bird was named player of 
the 2011/12 Shield tournament. 

After 10 Sheffield Shield matches, 
he had taken 62 wickets. 

These had come at an average of 
17.30 and a strike rate of 36.1 - 
which was the best in the competi¬ 
tion's 120-year history at that point. 

Bird’s career best haul came in 
November 2012 against Western 
Australia, a 6-25 burst sending WA 
tumbling to 94 all out and earning 
Bird a first Test call-up the follow¬ 
ing month. 

Bird has only played one first 
class game since his last Test for 
Australia in England in the sum¬ 
mer of 2013. 

That came in March of this year 
when his 6-50 burst helped set up 
Tasmania for a huge innings and 
316-run Sheffield Shield victory 
over South Australia. 

Bird’s display was overshadowed 
by a remarkable batting display by 
Tasmania’s No 8 Evan Gulbis, who 
hit 228 to easily beat his previous 
first class best of 80! 

Test career 

Jackson Bird made his Test debut 
against Sri Lanka at Melbourne in 
December 2012. 

He took 2-32 and 2-29 in his coun¬ 
try’s innings and 210-run romp, 
taking his first wicket with his 
tenth delivery. 

Australia only needed to take 
seven wickets in Sri Lanka’s sec¬ 
ond innings as Kumar Sangakkara 
retired hurt after Mitchell Johnson 
fractured his thumb, and two oth¬ 
ers were absent hurt. 

Man of the match 

Bird then continued his impres¬ 
sive start to his senior internation¬ 
al career by being voted man of the 
match in his second Test the follow¬ 
ing month. 

His first innings 4-41 blitz includ¬ 
ed both Sri Lankan openers, and he 
followed up with 3-76 in the second 
innings of Australia’s five-wicket 
win. 

Bird’s third and final Test came in 
the fourth Test of the summer 2013 
Ashes tour of England. 

He was brought in for the fourth 
Test at Chester-le-Street, but only 
took match figures of 2-125 as 
Australia, after establishing a 32- 
run first innings lead, lost by 74 
runs due to Stuart Broad’s second 
innings burst of 6-50. 

List A career 

Bird has only played in seven one- 
day games for Tasmania. 

The third of those, in February 
2012, came in the Ryobi Cup final 
against South Australia. 

Bird claimed 3-39 in a drawn 
encounter, which also featured a 
century by ex-Hampshire man 
George Bailey. 

Twenty20 career 

Bird has played in 15 KFCBig 
Bash games for the Melbourne 
Stars, with a best haul of 4-31. 

That came in last December’s 
Melbourne derby against the 
Renegades, where his victims 
included England star Jos Buttler.

But Hampshire’s new signing, 
who will play limited overs cricket 
for the county next summer, is no 
slouch in List A games either. 

He has bagged five wickets in an 
innings on no fewer than eight 
occasions, and twice in the English 
game. 

The first time came in July 2011 
when he took 5-45 in Sussex’s CB40 
victory over Warwickshire at 
Guildford. 

The second time came this sum¬ 
mer, when his 5-36 haul in the 
Royal London Cup against 
Somerset at Taunton included the 
wickets of Lewis Gregory, Tim 
Groenewald and Craig Meschede in 
the final over of the innings.

The right-arm seamer took 3-47 as 
Durham amassed 287 in their 50 
overs, before coming to the crease 
at No 8 with Sussex in trouble in 
their reply. 


He proceeded to hit a match-win¬ 
ning 55 not out off 54 balls to guide 
his side to a three wicket victory 
over the eventual tournament win¬ 
ners at Hove. 

Arafat’s best ever List A figures 
came in March 2005 playing for 
Pakistan A against England A in a 
triangular tournament in Colombo, 
Sri Lanka. 

He claimed the wickets of Alastair 
Cook, Matt Prior and Graeme 
Swann in a superb 6-24 haul as 
England were skittled for only 79. 

Arafat’s first ever five-wicket List 
A haul also came when he was 
playing for Pakistan A, against Sri 
Lanka A in October 2002. On that 
occasion he took 5-28. 

Test career 

Yasir Arafat bagged a five-wicket 
haul on his Test debut for Pakistan 
against India in Bangalore in 
December 2007. 

His 5-161 haul saw him finish as 
Pakistan’s best wicket-taker as 
India rattled up 626 all out, Sourav 
Ganguly hitting 239. 

Arafat’s second Test didn’t come 
until February 2009 against Sri

Lanka, and again he had to watch 
as the opposition rattled up a huge 
score.

Arafat kept his place for the next 
Test the following month, and 
again Sri Lanka struck a huge 
score - 606 all out. 

This time Kemur Sangakkara 
(104), Thilan Samaraweera (214) 
and Tillakaratne Dilshan (145) 
amassed centuries in what proved 
to be Arafat’s last Test outing.

The 32-year-old has scored nine 
List A half-centuries, and one hun¬ 
dred.

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Proud: My Autobiography 
By Gareth Thomas

Rugby is a sport renowned for being 
well populated with dominant, hard-as- 
nails characters, leaders you would 
happily follow into battle. 

From Willie John McBride to Martin 
Johnson and a host of others in 
between, the sport’s tough physical 
nature propels such men to the fore, 
moulding them into modern-day sport¬ 
ing warriors. 

Though not a giant forward, Gareth 
Thomas fell into this category during an 
accomplished playing career that saw 
him captain Wales and the British & 

Irish Lions. 

His international career spanned 
twelve years, a period during which this 
teak-tough man of Bridgend won 100 
Welsh caps and scored forty tries, 
including the longest-ever interception 
try (of more than 90 yards) ever seen at 
the old Arms Park. 

Thomas was no angel on the pitch: in 
2005, he was found guilty of assault 
while playing for Toulouse, although he 
would help them to the Heineken Cup 
the following year. 

Autobiographies have been written by 
those who have achieved considerably 
less sporting success than Gareth 
Thomas, yet in December 2009, the 



Welshman took what, in hindsight, 
appears to have been his bravest step. 
Though used to tackling man-moun¬ 
tains intent on ripping his head off, 
Thomas’s biggest challenge was to be 
honest with himself. 

He was gay and five years ago, he 
decided the time had come to tell the 
world. 

Suddenly, he wasn’t just a rugby 
superstar, he became the world’s most 
prominent athlete to come out as a gay 
man. 

His secret, he reveals, was slowly 
killing him. He had grown tired of lying 
to family and friends and simply wanted 
to be honest with them. 

His aggressive, on-field persona had 
been an attempt to disguise his sexuali¬ 
ty, primarily because he believed that 
people couldn’t possibly assume that 
the toughest, hardest rugby player 
many of them had ever seen was gay. 

This is a fascinating, often deeply 
moving story which shows that while 
sport initially defined who Gareth 
Thomas was, everything changed when 
another facet of his life was revealed. 

His autobiography confirms that not 
only was Thomas a fierce competitor, 
he’s also admirably brave - and now 
happily content. 
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JAMES Vince finished the 2014 
season as the leading scorer in the 
LV County Championship. 

The Hampshire star collected his 
fourth century of the summer in the last 
game of the season to help his countyy 
beat Glamorgan and win the second divi¬ 
sion title.
